Program: The first of a much updated Luda design. Second of class (167) reported building 
and there may be more to follow 



Structure: Modified after SSM launchers which may fire the CY-1 anti-submarine missile. 



Operational: This ship is a useful addition to the South Seas Fleet. There have long been 
reports of a ballistic trajectory ASW weapon CY-1 and the different types of SSM launchers 
in Zhuhai indicate that the weapon may now be operational. Different pennant number used 
for foreign deployments.
